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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the communications filed on 29 September 2008. 

2. Claims 1, 3-8, 10, 1 1 and 26-43 are pending in the application. 

3. Claims 1, 3-8, 10, 11 and 26-43 have been allowed. 

4. Claims 2, 9 and 12-25 have been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

5. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 28. (currently amended) A computer-readable storage medium carrying one or more 
sequences of instructions for assigning a network address to a host based on authentication for a 
physical connection between the host and an intermediate device, wherein the computer-readable 
storage medium is one of a volatile medium or non-volatile medium, which instructions, when 
executed by one or more processors, cause the one or more processors to carry out the steps of: 

receiving, at a router hosting an authenticator process for the host, from a first server that 
provides authentication and authorization, in response to a request for 
authentication for the physical connection, first data indicating at least some of 
authentication and authorization information; 
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receiving, at a DHCP relay agent process of the router, from the host, a DHCP discovery 
message for discovering a logical network address for the host; 

generating at the DHCP relay agent process a second message that comprises the DHCP 
discovery message and the first data; and 

sending the second message from the DHCP relay agent process to a DHCP server that 
provides the logical network address for the host; 

wherein generating the second message further comprises sending a third message, from 
the authenticator process to the relay agent process, that contains at least some of 
the authentication and authorization information based on the first data.
